Suggestions that Dave mentioned are: follow the rules, you must be a club member or get 
permission to enter your display, you may only enter one display, do not use counterfeit coins or 
currency (unless you want to chat with the Secret Service or FBI). The categories to enter are: 
Token and Medals, U.S. and/or Foreign coins, Currency and Stock Certificates, Junior, Hand Held 
Collectibles (spoons, bottles, etc). The Judges use the 100 point system the A.N.A has put 
together; 35 pts. for educational value, 30 pts. for arrangement and presentation, 15 pts. for range 
of scope of the theme, 10 pts. on the condition and quality of the exhibit, and 10 pts. for rarity.
